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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/23/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The amendment to claim 7 will be entered for antecedent basis. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., the laminated rubber layer is not identical to the pressure-sensitive adhesive layer) 
are not recited in the rejected cjaim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of 
the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In 
re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Furthermore, regarding the arguments that the laminated rubber layer is not 
necessarily identical to the claimed pressure-sensitive layer, the claim states "a 
pressure-sensitive adhesive layer." Therefore, the rubber layer doesn't need to be 
identical, but needs perform as the pressure-sensitive layer would. As stated by the 
applicant in the abstract of the application, the sliding layer needs to aid in the 
suppression of exudation of the pressure sensitive adhesive layer. As clearly implied 
from column 7, lines 43-51 and column 8, lines 1 & 2, the seismic isolation sliding 
support bearing system allows for sliding to occur during the event of seismic activity. It 
further implies that the sliding support bearing system will also restore its normal 
position, in other words, even after the system is forced to stretch, bend, exude, etc.:, 
due to seismic forces from the ground, it will always restore its original position. 
Therefore, it will resist any type of deformation that occurs. In the same field of 
endeavor, as the constant rotation of the magnetic disc causes a horizontal sliding force 
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on the sliding member of the present disc drive, inevitably, the sliding member will be 
caused to do some bending, wear and tear, exudation, stretching, etc. By using the 
sliding bearing support system of Ueda et al, any wear and tear, bending, sliding, 
shifting, exudation, etc., that may occur will be supported and withstood. The sliding 
member will be restored back to its normal, or original position.
